NEW LONDON QUERY 
LIKELY TO BE MADE 


French Bid for Reciprocal 
Assistance Expected to 
Lead to Further Consider- 
ation by English. 


By the Associated Press. 
LONDON, Oct. 8.—Diplomatic cir- 


cles said today the British Govern- 
ment might find France's condition- 
al assurance of navai support to 
England in the Italian-Ethiopian 


controversy “disappointing.” This 
prediction was based on the request 
by France, in reply to_ Britain's 
query, to seek guarantees also 
against the possibility of a German 
attack on France. 

The Engilsh invitation asked only 
if France would support Britain in 
the event the British fleet in the 
Mediterranean were attacked dur- 
ing efforts to enforce sanctions im- 
posed by the League of Nations. The 
French reply was conditionally af- 
firmative on the basis that Britain 
agree to assist France under similar 
conditions. 

The French request for reciprocity 
will lead to further consideration 
by the English, it was believed, and 


may result in additional questions 

being drawn up to assure complete 

clarification of the issues involved. 
Approval of Reply Expected. 

Morning newspapers said the Gov- 
ernment likely would approve the 
French reply — as far as it goes — 
and may delay final determination 
until settlement of the pending ques- 
tions. 

A meeting of the British labor 
party was called for today to review 
the question of its attitude on sanc- 
tions against Italy, a point of which 
the party previously had over- 
whelmingly agreed. 

The general tone of press com- 
ment remained strongly critical of 
Italy. The News Chronicle carried 
a panel on its front page asking: 

“Is it fair? Abyssinian men, 
women and children are being 
bombed and machine-gunned by 
Italian airplanes with British en- 
gines. But the British Government 
still maintains tae embargo on the 
export of arms to Abyssinia.” 


Sarcastic Attack on League. 

“What if bombs fell on Geneva?” 
inquired the Daily Mirror in an 
editorial attacking “the League of 
Some Nations.” 

“We believe a decapitated 
League Council with heads blown 
‘ off by bombs would, before expir- 
ing, give orders to hold a commis- 
sion to see if there are any heads 
on the floor in Geneva,” the Mir- 
ror said. 

The Ethiopian Minister, in a 
statement, thanked those who had 
offered assistance to the Ethiopian 
cause. 

The Government, on the question 
of penalties against Italy, was rep- 
resented as being favorable to 
quick action of the fullest degree. 

Authoritative sources said none 
was willing to predict the form of 
the sanctions but individual ad- 
vices limited the punitive measures 
to severance of trade and financial 
relations as a first resort. In any 
event, it was understood Great 
Britain is prepared to insist firmly 
on action and hopes the other 
members of the League are pre- 
pared to act likewise.

Next steps in the case, as traced 
by the Court, were issuance of a 
wri. of habeas corpus against the 
Muenches and four other respond- 
ents named in the suit, and the fil- 
ing by respondents of replies deny- 
ing they had custody of the child.

Ryan estimated 
that more than 300,900 requests will 
be received every year.

Two of the policemen fatally 
wounded were Royal Mounted po- 
lice. The third was a constable. 

The game warden fired three 
shots. The first hit Woykin, the 
gecond missed, and the third went 
through a log, behind which the 
men were hiding, and into Kalma- 
koff’s stomach. 

The third suspect, killed last 
night, was Joseph Posnikoff, 21, 
shot to death as he attempted to 
break through the posse. 

Officers said that the car from 
which fire had _ been ae 
against the two policemen had beén 
found on the highway between the 
entrance to Banff Park and Can- 
more. 

Sergt. T. Wallace was_ shot 
through the chest and Constable C. 
C. Harrison was shot through the 
throat. Wallace died today. 

Officials said they believed the 
gunmen were the three who shot 
and killed two officers near Arran, 
Saskatchewan, early Saturday. 

‘The two mounted policemen were 
wounded when they sought to stop 
a car in which the men were rid- 
ing to question them about a hold- 
up in which they were alleged to 
haye been involved.

The Tigers were crippled 
early in the fighting by the loss of 
Big Hank Greenberg's services, but 
with a substitute at first base, Mar- 
vin Owen, who made only one hit 
in the series, and Herman “Flea” 
Clifton, a third-base replacement 
who went through four games with- 
out a single base hit, the Tigers 
were good enough to win four out 
of six games. 

And so, the world title is back in 
the hands of the American League 
after the Giants had restored it to 
the senior circuit in 1933 and where 
the Cardinals kept it by defeating 
these same Detroit Tigers in last 
year’s thrilling seven-game strug- 
gie. It was the first American 
League triumph since 1932, when 
the same Chicago Cubs, or almost 
the same team, lost to the Yan- 
kees in four straight contests. 

Final Game Only Thriller. 

Only the last game, as thrilling a 
see-saw struggle as the most metic- 
wlous seeker after the exciting 
would want to see, saved the 1935 
competition from being one of the 
drabbest in the history of the sport. 
The other games were dull and un- 
interesting. There was brilliant 
pitching as Lon Warneke made the 
first contest a shutout for the Cubs. 
There was more excellent hurling 
in the second as Tommy Bridges 
dominated the picture with an 8-3, 
six-hit victory. The score was close 
in the third and again in the fourth 
game. But not until yesterday aft- 
ernoon, when Bridges and Larry 
French engaged in the final hurl- 
ing duel that ended with the Tigers 
victorious, 4 to 3, did the thrills 
reach world series proportions. 

Had Bridges been at his best, it 
would have been a final easy vic- 
tory for the Tigers. But his crack- 
ling curve of the second game was 
@ mere wrinkle in this final con- 
test. The Cubs pounded him for a 
dozen hits, and because he had dif- 
ficulty in stopping the Chicago bat- 
ters, the title struggle ended in a 
nerve-tingling thriller. 

Bridges was just an _ ordinary 
“hurler during most of the sixth 
fame. But because he was able to 
leap from mediocrity to the heights 
of efficiency at critical times—and

Enactment of the Wagner Labor 
Disputes Act and the creation of the 


various Government labor boards, 
Miss Perkins said, mean not merely 


that strikes will be fewer “but that 7 


the fundamental causes of such dis- 
orders may be intelligently diag- 
nosed and remedies quickly provid- 
ed.” 

“These agencies will gather 
authority as the yéars go on and as 
the spirit of co-operation between 
employers and employes continues 
to grow, as they become increasing- 
ly aware that it is in their interest 
end the interest of the public as 
well, we will find the good offices 
of these boards being sought more 
and more a sa voluntary substitute 
for long and costly strikes and lock- 
outs,” she said.

A method reported by 
the Commerce Department to have 
been at least partly. successful con- 
sists of mixing alcohol and ether 
with oil products. To provide the 
former ingredient, the cultivation 
of sugar beets was expanded. 

The development of “Gasogenes.™ 
an apparatus for producing gas by 
the distillation of wood or charcoal, 
also was reported. The gas so gen- 
erated burned in internal com- 
bustion engines instead of gasoline 
vapor.

_are receiving a small grocery order every 
two weeks. Other things, such as in- 
surance, water, light, gas, rent and taxes, 
Wwe are supposed to do without. 

Last April, Congress passed a huge 
work bill. How many are at work in 
Missouri under that bill? If recovery is 
here, why is the administration afraid to 
take a census of the unemployed? When 
it was a question of manpower for war, 

_ they found out in one day how many of 
“us were eligible. Why refuse to ascer- 
tain how many unemployed there really 
are? The answer is simple: they do not 
wish to let the country know how many 
of us there really are. It 
say, “Recovery is here,” and let it go at 
that, 

Besides, with the election coming on, 
it would never do to let the country know 
the mess we are still in.

THE LEAGUE’S GREAT OPPORTUNITY. 


There has not been any doubt for the past three 
months that Mussolini was going to make good his 
threat to invade Ethiopia. For him to have aban- 
doned military action after the tremendous prepara- 
tions he had made, even to accept a liberal settle- 
ment, would have been seriously to jeopardize his 
position as dictator of Italy. Aduwa had become a 
flaming symbol of national humiliation which Mus- 
solini felt it was psychologically necessary to remove. 
He has done so. Though from this side of the ocean 
it seems to be about the shabbiest of all military 
conquests, he has satisfied Italian opinion. 
| As against the campaign which horrifies the world, 
we have the heartening spectacle of a League of 
Nations which suddenly seems to have come to life. 
It could not have been expected to prevent the actual 
invasion; that, as a matter of fact, has provided 
‘the League with a solid basis for action. Never be- 
I fore in its history has the League moved in so im- 
| pressive a way to settle an important dispute. By

In the Italo-Ethiopian situation, however, the 
League has thus far comported itself along the lines 
expected of it when it was founded. While this is 
due largely to the powerful leadership of Great Brit-

behind the League’s course. Whether they will re- 
main in line when the issue is put to the test, par- 
ticularly if sanctions are agreed upon, remains, of 
course, to be seen. However, up to the present no 
important sign of defection has been given. 

The Committee of Thirteen in a report accepted 


by the League Council has decided that Italy “resort- | 


ed to war in disregard of its covenants under Article 
XII.” Various other steps remain to be taken before 
Article XVI is applied. This article declares that if 
any member of the League, resorts to war in disre- 
gard of its covenants, it shall be deemed to have com- 
mitted an act of war against all other members of 
the League. In other words, the stage is then set 
for the application of economic or military sanctions 
or both. 

It goes without saying that if the League acts with 
a united front, using all of the tremendous weapons

The generalization is often made that our govern- 
mental structure sets up too many taxing bodies, 
but until actual examples are offered, the full signi- 
ficance of the fact is not brought out.

HE best defense of the Ethiopian peo- 
Tre against invasion has always been the 
nature of the country they inhabit. The 
more we study the Italian campaign, the 
more we must be impressed by the _ im- 
portance of taking full account of the 
physical factors which will condition any 


large-scale action in such a remote and dif- 
ficult land. 

The plateau of Ethiepia, roughly the 
area above 5000 feet, is the only part of the 
country at all adapted for white coloniza- 
tion. Numerous mountains exceed 10,000 
feet in height, especially in the north, and 
several are nearly 15,000 feet high. East- 
ward is a great desert depression, the Dan- 
akil region, one of the most inhospitable 
areas in the world. Parts of it lie below sea 
level. Only two parties of Europeans: have 
ever crossed it and returned alive. The lead- 


er of one of these, Ludovico Nesbitt, has 
called it the “Hell-hole of Creation.” 
Toward the south, the Rift Valley  be- 
comes much narrower, This section of the 
valley affords the central plateau. much 
less protection against invaders than is 
the case farther north. It is by this route 


that ever since the sixteenth century waves 
of Gallas have swept up into Ethiopia. More- 
over, the southern side of the Somali pla- 
teau does not present a sharp escarpment. 
In this quarter, then, the chief obstacles to 
any Italian advance will be distance and 
inadequate water supply rather than diffi- 
culty of terrain. 

In the north, a feature that must be taken 
into serious consideration is the presence 
of very deep trenches worn into the plateau 
by the River Takkaze and its tributaries. 
Since these cut across the route of advance 
from the north, and sometimes exceed a 
half-mile in depth, they manifestly will 
greatly hamper military penetration beyond 
the neighborhood of Aduwa, especially 
bridges or even passable roads are totally 
absent.

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Not only does the Ethiopian plateau oc- 
casionally rise to great heights at certain 


points and drop into practically impassable 
canyons at others, but in between these 
exist few level areas. ,Sites for large bases 


or for maneuvers in mass are distinctly 
scarce. 

Another fact the Italian General Staff 
will have to take into account is the wide- 
spread existence of a certain type of red 
soil commonly encountered in the tropics. 
After even a few millimeters of rain. it 


forms a soapy paste which makes passage, 
even on foot, very difficult. This ab- 
sorbs little water, and the rain, which 
usually comes in the form of sudden down- 
pours, compresses rather than penetrates it. 
Under such conditions, no vehicle can 
make headway, especially on heavy grades. 
A column of tanks or trucks caught by a 
sudden rain in a region of red earth would 
be obliged to wait until the sun had dried 
out the soil, This explains why no invader 
can undertake operations in Ethiopia before 
the end of the rainy season. 

For a column coming from Eritrea, the 
primary objectives must be the high moun- 
tains north and east of Lake Tana. As long

invading army dare penetrate too far into 
Central Ethiopia for fear for exposing its 
rear and flanks to constant forays. 

The chief physical handicap will be the 
exceedingly rough topography and the com- 
plete lack of roads and bridges. Presum- 
ably, the large number of workers collected 
in Eritrea will be thrown into Tigre on 
the heels of the army, to build and main- 
tain all-weather roads that can stand up 
under the exigencies of modern warfare. 
Motorized units will be unable to advance 
until such roads have been constructed, and 
until the large ravines have been bridged. 
Tanks, light or heavy, can be employed as 
auxiliaries in infantry operations when the 
ground is dry and in the less mountainous 
regions. Their usefulness under other con- 
ditions appears problematical. 

In most cases, the materials used in bridge 
and other construction work must come 
from a great distance. Even when built, the 
bridges, supply depots and mountain roads 
will be in danger of being washed away by 
floods, against which there is no sure pro- 
tection.

As Ethiopia's agricultural production bare- 
ly suffices to meet the primitive require- 
ments of the Emperor's armies, a European 
expeditionary force will find little on the 
spot to eke out its needs. Thus practically 
every sort of provision for the Italian troops 
will have to come from overseas and be 
transported up to the plateau. This will be 
an arduous and costly task. 

The Ethiopians have certain indisputable 
advantages over their adversaries, above all 
their adaption to their environment. They 
are able to cover on foot distances which 
whites would not attempt. They can make 
25 to 40 miles a day, and keep it up for 
many days at a time. They employ a 
native breed of mule that, with a minimum 
of nourishment, can perform prodigies of 
agility and endurance in the -most rugged 
regions. These mules permit the transport 
to any point, regardless of how inaccessible 
or how high, of machine guns and small 
cannon with which the Ethiopians ean or- 
ganize virtually impregnable positions for 
defense or for harrying the enemy’s rear, 

Against these classic guerrilla methods, 
motorized units and infantry columns. en- 
cumbered with the .impedimenta of modern 
warfare will lose much of their efficacy. 
In other words. the invading force will have 


to employ large detachments in order to 
overcome hostile bands which are smaller 
in number and which have much poorer 
equipment. If the Ethiopians employ their 


traditional. tactics, which brought brilliant 
success at Aduwa in 1896, they will seek to 
draw the enemy into hollows or vallevs 
where he can be cut to pieces. At the same 
time, the Ethiopians will try to cut off the 
enemy's supplies and render his communi- 
cations with his base as difficult as possi- 
ble. 

On the other hand, if the invader once 
succeeds in establishing fortified positions 
of his own deep in Ethiopian territory, the 
Ethiopian commanders will be obliged to 
risk large forces if they wish to counter- 
attack and recapture the lost terrain. This

The entire bidding process con- 
sists of three distinct but closely 
interwoven steps: Valuation, in- 
formation and selection of the final 
bid. Strategy, of course, permeates 
them all. 

There are two natural groups of 
final bids: 

1. Final bids played by partners 
at own trump or no-trump declara- 
tion. 

2. Final bids played by oppo- 
nents. 

In order to determine the best 
final bid, the player first of all se- 
lects the best game bid and then, 
if opponents are in the bidding, he 
compares the profit he can make at 
his own bid in terms of bonuses 
with the profit he can make by 
' pehalizing the opponents. Thus the 
various bids are weighed on an in- 
‘tricate scale which is made up of 
the trick value of partnership 
hands, scoring value of tricks and 
point value of bids. Penalties and 
not game are the principal object of 
expert bidding. Players whose main 
object is to grab the game and 
who accept equivalent or greater 
penalties with reluctance as “sec- 
ond meats,” have not the true con- 
ception of the strategy of bidding. 

A strategical player tries first of 
all to maneuver the enemy into a 
position where he can extract a 
juicy penalty. Failing to obtain 
penalties the next important object 
is to select the best fit for game. 
The bids that end in part scores or 
slams are simply extremes of which 
the normal condition is a game bid. 
The part score bid is a dwarfish,

undeveloped game bid, while the 
Slam bid is at the other extreme. It 
is an abnormal deviation of the 


game norm, a sort of bridge ele- 
phantiasis resulting from the over- 
secretion of the honer-roid glands 
of Dame Fortune. Both the part 
score and slam bidding require a 
special pathological method of 
treatment, but in the question of 
choice of bids the technique is 
about the same as with game bids. 
Of far greater importance than the 
distinction between game bids, 
slam bids, and part score bids is 
the distinction of the scoring game 
value of no trumps, majors, and 
minors. In next Tuesday’s article 
I will take up this perennial bridge 
question of no trumpers’ versus 
trumpers. 

Bridge, like the desert, has its 
mirages in which things are not as 
they appear to be.

TRENTON, N. J., Oct. 9.—The 
highest court in New Jersey—the 
Court of Errors and Appeals—up- 
held today the conviction and death 
sentence of Bruno Richard Haupt- 
mann for the murder of Charles 
Augustus Lindbergh Jr. 

The opinion was unanimous. 

The denial of a new trial leaves, 
Hauptmann with three courses 
open: He may appealto the Court). 
of Pardons, of which Gov. Hoff- 
man and six judges of the Court 
of Errors and Appeals are mem 
bers. They can only commute his 
sentence to life imprisonment. Ap-| 


» peals to this court are usually de- 
Wnied unless there are extenuating 
circumstances. 

He may also appeal for a new 
trial on the basis that new evi- 
dence has been discovered. - 

And he may also appeal to the 
Supreme Court of the United States. 

His attorneys have said they; — 
would carry the case to the Unit- 
ed States Supreme Court. 

The opinion was written by 5Su- 
preme Court Justice Charles’ W. 
Parker of Morristown, who is 73 
ears old. 
Supreme Court Justice Thomas; 
W. Trenchard, trial judge, will for- 
mally re-impose the death sentence 
and fix the date of execution after 
the lapse of two weeks, required 
by law. 


Decision Unexpected. 


The decision in the Hauptmann 
case came unexpectedly. It was 
not expected until later this month 
or perhaps as late as November. 

Reports were widely circulated 
also that most of the members of 
the court had been charged at one 
time or another with writing the 
Opinion. Only Justice Parker's 
name was not mentioned among 
them. | 

The Court, commenting upon the 
defense contention that Attorney- 
Ve General David T. Wilentz offered | 
varying theories:as to how the 
child died, said that was not harm- 
ful to the defendant. The case, the 
Court observed, was submitted by 
the Court to the jury on the theory 
that the child died in a fall. The! 
Court held that the claim that 
Hauptmann’s constitutional rights 
under the fourteenth amendment 
Were violated was without merit. 

Ruling on Murder Charge. 

The Court also held that “a} 
charge basing guilt of murder in 
the first degree on elements includ- 
ing those of common jaw burglary 
in the course of which the homicide 
was committed” was not erroneous, 
though it referred to a statute which
